"Of oouTMy I CMmot recall the twenty or twentg^five questions

"Stratospheric aviation* I found part of this information at 
the Torld<s Fair show where I also found on odtiititioa a two-speed 
loader* I have siaee learned that when we talk of stratospberio

"Question eight about plastics used in airplane construction^ 
there was also an article in one of the trade papers idiich 
gave an excerpt of an official report on the varioas rMiaoos 
materials submitted to tests bnt I cannot recall the magazine* 

"Location of plants in t he United States of the aviation in- 
dustry was also obtained f roa magasines* 

"Question ten vaa easily r^^lyed by merely looking at the Intexw 
natlmal Worlds Fair in ^ew York and bjT reading the data and 
liter attire on the snbjetft la the varioas trade papers* 

"Question elevwi answwed Itself by a most gorgeous display of 
propeller making macddnery boili in t he airplane magazines and 
I also believe I saw a copy of the trade paper "Machinery" of which 
appeared a special soadber whioh l bel-£B^^ ms headlined. "Air<«> 
craft Frodui^on" nnaber or headline 1^ soae other similar u. 
fashian* 
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"Question twelve* da this quastioa I vas attmped beesosey not 
beii^ an engineer or astallnrgist^ I didn*t Jchow altndBtsyi eonld 
be beut treated and hating reneii>er«Kl idien ilBitixig a nannf ao* 
taring pl^^^j^eMing, Feno8ylvania« an altodnoa ioimdryp I 
wrote td|[Hfl||Bin Reading asking bia idiere I eonld obtain

"To the best of n^y recollection LpjJ gTEm and HE: 
were located in Hew Xork whereas M pB^ 
were, or should ha-ra been located an South ibaerica in Liaa, 
Peru* 

"It seems to oe that LILLT STEIN received letters with a type- 
written signature HEIKEICa} Yfhich signature applied to the 
others, I am. hesitant in maki ne stateaent because it is so 
long ago that I ni^t be wrong but I think I am right in s aying 
that the signatures that were used were JBMCKVZBLL, lEftlLYjCsnd 
KONRAD. 

"The forwarding addresses given to ae by HHH||||||irere given 
without fall e:iq>lanation and I have not asKeo^ro^ny details* 
I nerely understood that idiatever aail reaches these addressear 
will finally get to his hands* I do not know any of the indl^pidualsy 
never saw them, nor have I ever been in their places of residence* 
I do not believe that they know ms or know of as* 

"Hth further reference to welding, I also got sobus infomation 
from the Taylor^l^ins field Hslding Company with showrofxos at the 
East Grand Boulevard, Detroit, and tbe factory, I believe, in 
Warran, Ohio* This welding interested me, howeveTj more for 
ay own perscnal point of view because in planning to go back to 
Europe there should be some tremendous business in those welders*

HEIHE signed « miver peradttLng search of Ms residence* 
505 W. Hadsbn Street, Royal Oak, Michigan* A wairer pensitti&g search 
of his place of teisiness, Suite 326 Broadway, Market Building, Detroit, 
Michigan, was also signed* He signed a written consent to renain in 
the custody of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and he als© signed a 
-waiver of a rsaoval hearing and consented to removal to any Judicial 
district within the United States, liy representatives of the Department 
of Justice* 

On Jane 30, 1941, EDUOUD EEIKE was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner J. STMLET HURD, Eastern District of Michigan, 
Detroit, Michigan, and entered a plea of not guilty* A. final hearing 
-was demanded idiich -iras set for July 14, 1941> Bis bond was set at 
$25»000* On failure to produce bail he was remanded to custody* 

On ilaly 1941, HEINE appeared before the U* S* Comissioner 
and his hearing was contimied to a subseqiieat da-be* 

On July 15, 1941, the Federal Grand JUry for the Eastern District 
of New York returned an indictment charging EDifDMD CARL HEXNE and other 
named defendants with conspiracy in two counts to viola-te Section 233 of 
Title 22 and Sec-tion 32 of Title 50 of the United States Code. Certified 
copies of said indictment and bench warrant were forwarded to Detroit, 
by IT* S. Attorn^ Harold M* Kennedy and on July 13, 1941> HEINE with his 
attorney NOHMAN MILLER, of Detroit, i^peared before -the United States 
Dis-triet Court, Eastern Distriot of Mi^gaa, Southern dvisidn at Detroit, 
Honorable Arthur J* Tuttle, sit-ting as Judge and was ordered reooved -to 
the Eastern District of Hew York* He was reaanded to custody in default 
of $25,000 bond* 

On July 19, 1941, ball of ^25,000 for HEINE'S appearance in

The records of the Ininigration and HatursiiEation 
Service reflect that this man, as RUDOLF JAHN, first arrived in 
the United States in October 1936, at which time he landed at 
Lakehtirst, New Jersey, probably having come from Germany on the 
lighter than air ship Hindenburg. The manifest indicated that he 
vras the United States manager for the Ziufthansa, a German airline. 

It is noted that he departed from New York City on 
November 7, 1936, on the SS Europa for Bremen; that he agj^ arrived 
in the United States on April 24, 1937, on the SS Deutschland, coming 
In on reentry permit #1119614. Ee again departed from New York City 
on December 16, 1937, on the SS Europa for Bremen. He returned to 
the United States on June 2, 1938, arriving at New York City on the 
SS Europa from Bremen, coming in on reentry permit #1180632. He 
again departed from New York City for Bremen on July 27, 193S. It 
is not knomi how he traveled. 

He again retured to the United States on August 29, 1938, 
arriving at New York City on the SS Europa fran Bremen, coming in on 
reentry permit #1217728. He again departed on November 26, 1938, but 
his means of transportation is not known. He next returned to New 
York City on March 4, 1939, on the SS Hamburg, coming in on reentry 
permit #1228694.. He again departed from the United States on March 
22, 1939, his means of transportation being unknown. 

He returned to the United States at New York City on 
July 20, 1939, on the SS Bremen, coming in on reentry permit #1237480. 
He was last heard of on September 22, 1939, at which time he checked 
out of the Alrae Botel, 37 East 64th Street, and he is reported to 
have retujmed to Geimany by way of Japan and Sussia.o *

Island. He stated that Captain John acted as wa£chdog for this 
club. He also advised SEBOtD that this club acted as an espionage 
group. He stated that Captain John was quite a man about town and 
a night life manj that he had offices at Madison Avenue and 57th 
Street. DUQUESNE advised SEKIXD that he would go to this office 
and see the girl who works there to find out whether Captain John 
w^s still interested in espionage activities.

I then asked Scbolz if he had the kilocycles 
but he said he didn^t have it. He then sakd that he would contact 
Kaercher and obtain thj5 kiloqrcles.

I again met Kaercher by myself at Church and Murray Streets 
sometime around May 1^ 1941 but do not recall ythat ire spfjke about but

I am 45 years of age, bom August 21, 1896 at Frankfurt, 
Germany* At the age of 14 1 started as an appr^tlce cook^ Badkissingen, 
Bavaria, Hotel Mttelbach, From 1910 to 1913, I worked as a cookj after, 
I went to Bremen, Germany, and got a Job as clerk-cook on the run to 
Buenos Aires, with the North German Lloyd* I stayed there until 1914 atthe 
outbreak of the war* I was in Buenos Aires when war started war No* 1, 
between Germany, Russia, France and Qigland, I had to repoart for service 
at the German Consulate for duty and was shipped out from there and became 
a sailor in the German Navy, on about Septeraber or October, 191ij and was 
transferred there to the ssa raidex= Crgwn Prince Wilhelm, until the ship went 
into Newport News, Va*, in April, 1915* and there I got interned and became 
a prisoner of war in 1917 when the United States declared war* I was 
shipped hme to Germaiy, October, 1919, and arrived in Germany in November, 
1919* I stayed home with my parents in Gena until August, 1921, I then 
came on the American Steamship "QECEIGE HVASHINGTC^" of the United States Line, 
as a member of the crew, to the United States, as cook* On arrival at New 
York I got off and Joined the steamship "GDANTEC" of "Uie Polisb-American 
Line as a code, going to Danzig, then a trM city* 1 stayed on this ship 
until May, 1922, snd joined the IMted States Line and have been on this one

lANQ was then asked as to "riiether he knows anyone by the 
name of HUGO SESOID and he stated thattbis man came to see him at his 
apartment about 1939* He stated that this man is still in this country 
and that he saw bis about A ox 5 months ago at his office on 42nd Street* 
He stated thAt SE80ID is in the torbliw business* As to SEB0I3)*S first 
visit, he stated that Sebold had met his wife's uncle, FRITZ lEEDTKE, 
in Berlin, and nitien he advised this uncle that he was going to the United 
States the idiaLe requested that he look up Lang and his wife and give 
theA his greetings* He stated that when he last saw this man he -went to 
see hla at this office; that the p;irpose of the visit was just to discusr 
friends and relatives* As it aj^eared thai lANO was talking about WILLIfil 
GOTTLIEB SEBOH), he was asked iriiether he knew anyone by the name of HARRJ 
SAWIEE. LANG thought for some time but did not give an answer. A photograph 
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of a letter addressed to HAHRX StSHm Iqr lANO wa« th«» exhibited Mab 
It was noted that at "Ujis tiae LANS becaae very Marrous and began to , 
perspire* He -was asked idiether the handwriting in this lett<» i»a« }i±», 
and after some hesitaUon be stated that it lo<dced like bis Kiife*8 
writing. He was then asked directly nfeether it was hie wife^s hand- 
writing and he stated that it was| that his wife w rites his letters 
for biB. He was then asked the identitj of HABHI SAMZER and he stated 
that he guessed he was the same as SEBOZfi. Xbere was then sidiibited to 
lANG a yellow slip of paper bearing the printed message "Further 
references for Lang are Beier, Sberhard j^lobapapsobn^ and he was asked 
whether he ever remeaberad having this nessage handedto tala and reading 
saae* He looked at the message for a considerable length of time and 
then stated that he did not remeaber anything about it« Hhen pressed 
further he stated that was all he had to sqr* 

LANQ was questioned at some leiagth with reference to the 
above message but continued to state that he did not know fdiat it meant 
and dlx^jio^rem^ber ever having seen it. At this tiae he also asked 
Agent||[||||||^^ he had to answer Agent's questions* 

Some tins later ttoen the questioning of LANG was again 
resumed he stated that he wanted to explain about SESOLD. At this time 
he stated that SEBOID came to bis apartment some time in the Spring of 
1940 at lAiich time he introduced himself as HARRI SANIER. He stated 
that Sawyer advised him that he had been in Germany bat had come to 
Aneriea because they were going to take his pass port away from hi*} that 
SARnS told him that he, Sanyer, knew FRITZ IfEIDTKE: in Berlin md had 
brought greetings to LANG and his wife, from Weidtke* Lang stated that 
he was suspioioas of Sanyer and told him that he had nothing to do with 
the other side except with his relatives. At this time T£m admitted that 
SAWIER, also known as SEBOIO, came to his apartment several times and that 
he brought messages on slips of paper with him» He stated that he remembers 
one of the messages had something to say about LANG staying in America if 
he felt safei that if not SAHIZER could arrange something about his return 
to Germany, He stated that SJIXER asked him if be wanted him. Sawyer, to 
get scoie names oi people on idte otbo* side ^t I^qa^ 

know that he was connected with Hie other side» LiNQ stated that he then < 
told Sanyer that if Smyer was interested he obuld gi^e bim same names from

LANG also, stated Ibat .at another time Sawyer brought him 
a message idiieh contaimd two or three names; tha t 'two, pf 'theSe "names ', 
ware BEI^ and SOHN, He stated tiiat be knew BEZEK and SOBS and toU Sawyer 
tiiat be knew ibese m«i« 
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At this poiat in the interrleir LANQ .also stated tb^t ho had 
told Stmsrir that lie kneir HTOuBR cuad had fought nith Mm ^ Lalig fltaiied 
that these statements irere not truej that he merely told Saiiysr this to , 
iaopress hlJiu He also adaitted that he had told SowTsr that he had been 
a member of the Nasi Parly bat stated that this -nas also Tintraey stating 
that he had nerer been a member of the Nazi Party; did not knoir Hitler 
and had only seen him once in about 1923« He also admitted tiiat he had 
told Sanyer that he met ERNST UDET in Germany; that this also vas not 
true# LANG stated that he had only seen UDET in the United States. LANG 
stated that SiiSIZER once asked him idiere he iras irorking and tiaaX he did and 
tiiat he told hia he was irorking on instruments fbr bombersj that Sanyer 
then asked him if they had something like it on the other side and that 
he told Saivyer that he did not know. He stated that Sailer asked him if 
he knew anything about the bombsi^t and that he adyised Sawyer that he 
was well acquainted with the bombs! ght because he had norked at the C4k L» 
NORDEN CO*, for U years and was on the final inspection line* He also 
stated that he may have discussed with Sanyer the fact that HANS RITTER 
had a brother ytio worked in the United States previously. He also admitted 
that Sanyer had asked mm what he was receiving for his services and that he 
told him that he was receiving nothing* He denied that he had told Sawyer 
that he had been promised that he would be taken care of« 

LANQ admitted tdiat he had discussed his stock losses with 
SAWIEB at one time and that Sawyer asked him if he needed any money and 
LANG stated that he told Sawyer that he did not need any» He stated that 
SaiQrer also adced him if he wanted to go back to Germai^, if hci Samyer, 
could arrange about the loss and that he, LANG, told Sawyer, that he was 
not interested but that if Sawyer could get him something for ziothing he 
would take it but that he did not see bow he could get anything* LANQ 
stated that he could not remember having seen any messages concerning a 
man who was to come to Mexico and who would assist him on his trip to 
Germany; that he does not remoaber seeing a message nentionlng one 



LANQ stated that he believes his nephew was at his place 
one night lAien Sawyer cams to see him but denied that Sacsyer had asked 
him lather /the nephew knew anyUiing about the bombsi^t. He stated 
Sai^^ once wanted to send a message to Germany asking that LANQ be paid 
for his stock losses; that he told SaiQrer that he did not believe that 
he (^uld do anything Utos that* He admitted that Samyer lat^ advisid - 
him that some money had been sent to his sister* He admitted that he 
once told Sawyer that if he wanted to deposit money for hia he could 
arrai^ with LANGf'S sister or place it in 'a bank* in the city* - SJniEB 
advised him that he would try to arrangp for this* 
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He stfitcd that SKSISS. once told him that he would like ' ■ 
to know how the bosbslght worked aod that he told him that he did not 
think Sawyer 'would be able to get this loformatlon* He adaittad that 
at the last meeting with Sawyer^ Sawyer advis^^^^thaj^uyu|^|y^^^^^_ , ^ 
h^ia^^en proaised had been transfesi^ ^flilHBHIBVBHHHilQv ? 
■■jjjjlllljpcfaiiarzenbach, GermaBy* liNG stated HSSB^^ha^nte doabtesd that 
^hi^Masy had been deposited to hie credit. Eang stated that he refflembera 
that at one tlae Sanger told him l^at a man idio was to have come to this couatry 
with the money had not shofn up* lANQ stated that he may ha^ 8e«i a message 
brought to him by Sawyer t^ch requested information about airplanes twit 
that he does not r«iiember seeing such a message and denied that he had 
offered to obtain any information of this type for HAI9ir« LAIiG stated that 
at one meeting with SanQrer, Sawyer asked him if his firm receired certain 
materials frcaa Switzerland and that he adrised Sawyer that they only 
received stop watches end speedometers from that country* L&Nlr also stated 
that he at one time asked Sawyer how he could get in touch with the other 
side; that Sailer said "Aw, don't worry about that"* LANG maintained that 
SARIER had never told him how he communicated with the other side but all 
he had heard £bout was that he sent and received messages* He stated that 
he does not rem«Dber ai^ message in mhich Sanyer in^iired as to the name 
and location of LANQ*S enployers* 



The various meetings -idiish LANG had with HILLIAU GOTTLIEB 
SEBOIS also known as HARRI SAMIER, were then gone into in more detail 
with the following result: 

Mth reference to the first meeting at LANG<^S apartment, 
Lang stated that he does not remmber Sawyer giving him the message, 
"Greetings ttoj& Raatzau, Berlin, Hamburg", bat only remembers that he 
brought greetings to him from his wife<8 relatives in Berlin* He denied 
that Sawyer advised him that he was a German spy but admitted that he 
gained the iapression at this first meeting that Sawyer was an agent for 
the German Government* He stated that he told Sawyer that he was not in 
toudti with Germany and denied having sent any information to Germany and 
that he told Sa^jrer that he did not want anything to do with the business' 
that Sa-^r was in* He also denied that Sawyer advised him that he was 
setting up a radio station and that he would be in contact with Germany 
in the near futora* LAIfG admitted that he asked Sawyer for identifieation 
to prove l^t he was A:om the Other side and stated that Sanyer did not 
produce any proof* 

LMG admitted that Sawyer came to see him again in about 
May of 1940; that at this meeting LAHQ asked Saiiy«sr to name some people 
on t&s. other side that he knewi that Ssiqner named a couple of nsasaa bat 
that he did loot know them« He admitted that it iras possibSLe at tbls 
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iDe«tiag that SaiQrer brou^t htn a message iihich stated that LANG knoin 
BMtZlSJ and that if he felt seeore he eo\ild remain and if iiot he should 
retuTB at RASTZMJ^S expenae. He also admitted that he then asked Sa^er 
to ziaine 8<»&e people on the other side as he iiaated to taaow iria o Saw yer 
knew on the other side* tMG adnltted that some tl»^ J^t^ SAinm ^fdji 
called on him at his apartaieat at which tlise he delirered tohim a 
message bearing the names BSISR and SOHN both of lAiom he kneir* Iben 
questloaed as to idiether he indicated to Saayer that he nould like to 
return to Gemai^ he stated that he told him that he noizld like to return 
to Germany some day idien the irar is over* He stated that he could not 
remember Inqgoiring as to how he should return to Germany* He denied tell« 
lug Sawyer that information as to bombsi^ta would be no |ood to Germany 
now as they had been in possession of information as to the bombsight for 
two years* He denied telling SISREH that RANTZilJiS first name is HICOUiDS. 
LANG stated that he did not remember asking Sawyer to send a message to 
Germany asking SOHN and BEIER to write him. 

LANG also admitted that SAUTTER came to see him at his 
apartment in about July 1940, but h^d«^£d having received any message 
from Sawyer which stated ih&t one li^Hv"^°^^ arrive in Mexico in 
August and irould assist him in returning to Germany* H^^^ted -tJiat he 
does not lemember hearing anything about Mexico or one§B^^B|iand he 
denied that SAWIES wrote down the name offlHBBf or M^wTTn the address 
and handed it to him* LANG was asked whelEel^^ad told Sailer that 
the bombsight was a contraption made up of mirrors* He stated that he 
may have told him something like that but he does not believe he told him 
frm. what position it was operated* He contlgcally evaded admitting 
having furnished ai^ information as to the b(»bsl|^t taut at various times 
stated that on occasions he furnished some information or made statements 
to Sawyer in order to iapreaa him bat that these statttsents were not the 
truth. 

LANG admitted that Sawyer came to see him at his apartment 
in about August 1940 at which time Sawyer furnished him with a message 
stating that $3yOOO was available for LANG, this message supposedly having 
come from Germaay* LANG stated that he did not believe tiiat SASHES, could 
get this money fbr hia but told him to go ahead if he wanted to* LANG 
admitted that he had discussed HANS BITHS. with SAWYER but denied that 
he had made a statement -Uut BITTEB knew about spy activities in this 
country* He also stated that he did not remember dlsousslng with Sai^^ 
his activities and those of the other loen connected with Bawyer in New 
Tork City* LANG admitted that he and Sai^^yer had discussed sending a 
message to Germaay asking that $3»000 which wM to be available for him, 
be changed^-lnto Marks and that it be deposited, to his credit in the 
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IIRESDEKER BANK* He stated that he does not remeaber asking Saifyer to , 
advise the other side that he could not return to Gemaogr^ He also 
denied that Sanyer told Mm that he had heen furnished -with mon^ 
iiitii vhich to purchase the b<»b8ight« He denied that he told Ssiqrer 
that the NOEDEN COUPANI irere es^erimenting irith a new bombsi^t aM 
that he irould see what he .could do about it* He stated that it is 
possible that he advised SaiQrer that the product of the NORDEK GCMPAN7 
nas about 100 bombsi^ts per month* 

LANG also acboitted that SSKZSS. came to see hiu at his 
apartment in about October 1940, but stated that he did not raaenber 
nhether he brou^t a message at that time* He admitted that they had 
again discussed the money lAiieh nas to be d^osited to hie account in 
Germany and he admitted asking Saiiyer to send a message requesting 
that the other side verify the fact that the $3*000 had been deposited 
to his credit, stating that he could not believe that Saiiyer could get 
$1,000 to him credit as he had Aot done anything to earn this money* 
L&NG also denied discussing nith Sawyer a Jewess idio was located in 
New York and vriao was supposed to be an agent* He stated that it is 
possible that he inquired of Sawyer if he knew a man in SPERRI*S Titoo 
apparently had been recruited to the cause* He admitted that Sawyer 
discussed with him the possibility of getting a bombsight out of NOBDEN^S 
or SPERRI*S but stated that he told him he was not interested in the 
stealing of any kind of instruments and that he knew nothing about it* 
He stated that it is possible that he mentioned something to Sairyer 
about seme new experiment the NOHDM CQUPANT was making with si^ts* 

LANG also admitted that he went to see Sawyer whom he 
stated, then used the name of SESOID, at his office located oa the 
6th floor of a building on 42nd Street, on two different occasions* 
He stated that on one of these meetings SB2B0IC asked him idiether his 
coBtpany received certain material from Sidtzerland and that he advised 
Sebold that the company received stop watches and speedometers. He 
denied furnishing information to Sebold as to the name and location of 
his employer and also denied that he had told Sebold that in 1938 iriaen 
he was in Germany that he went to Berlin and there with the help of some 
engineers copied the bombsight from memory* He admitted that at the last 
meeting with Sebold, Seboj^Jiands^^|^^iessagyM.ch stated that 10,000 
Uazics had been ^^POBLted^/^///l//^^//l////B^eatmt in the bank in 
his hometown, Scfawarcenbach^ermany* LANG tfeniea that he had furnished 
information to Sebold for transmittal to Oermaay to the effect that the 
NoxxLen Conpany was e^^rimenting with bombsights idiich had been taken from 
German airplanes, stating l^t as he remeabers he and Sebold discussed a 
MessersChmidt 'airplane tdiich had been toought to this country for esddbition* 
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LANG was questioned as to lAsy he continued to contact 
Sebold if he believed that he iras an agent of the German Goveriment 
and he stated that as long as he did not furnish him any informatioh 
he thou^t it was alright} that he just -went to see him to talk about 
Germany and people over there*

It is noted from a review of the file that NICKOLAS HITTER, 
on October 29, 1937, made application for and on October 30, 1937, obtained 
a Visitor's Ylsa to enter the United States, learLng Bremen, Germany, via 
the S, S» BREUEN oa November 5, 1937, and to return to Bremen on December 
27, 1937. A check at Ellis IslaM, reflected that he did arrive at the 
Port of New Tork on the S« S« ER£2{E1I, on November 1937 and that he 
departed from the Port of New York on the S» S» EDROPA, December 16, 1937, 
bound for Bremen, Gemany* His permanent address was given as Hamburg,

T inet JCE KLEIN fully 6 years ago through a printer who 
shared the store with him, whom I knuw. I 'ri.sited the photograply 
shop which was what KLEIN had at the time and he was interested in 
mechanical and such gadgets, I being interested in amateur radio, 
that is radio in general, proceeded to interest him more or less in 
radio. He did not get very interested for awhile* He was working 
and he had a shop and did not have the time or money to invest in 
any amount of radio material. After possibly a year or a year and a 
half, he decided he wanted a phonograph amplifier, which I built for 
him* I had received at this time a license from the Federal C<SBBaiil«* 
cations ConHEission to operate an amateur station* In conjunction *lth 
the amateur license, I had built a transmitter and receiver combina— 
tlda, which was knoim as a transceiver, (this set will reoeiv«,:iM well 
as sena) with the intention of operating it as soon as I had received 
my license. I listened on it, got knowledge of the procedure and got 
familiar with the amateurs on that particular radio fl*equency# After 
receiving the license, I proceeded to operate as the Law permits. 

Getting back to the amplifier that KLEIN wanted built, I 
built that and he was. not satisfied with It, so, he bought a bigger 
one» Shortly after that, he bought a recorder machine With ■jfeich - 
he could record radio programs off the air or frtaa other phcaiograph 
records or speech or music that wo\£l4^^'Pl*3W<i 1^ 
or his laboratory* From this time cm, he continued buying amplifiers 
and various equipment and after a tLme^ 1 decidedt hat since he had 
saiH that he intended ^j^ting -citizenship papers and had gone li^tirpugh 
most of the formula to take care of gettli^ them, I suggested l^t he 



learn the International Morse Coae and by the time ne received nis 
citizenship, papers, he would have it down well enough and along with 
technical knowledge he wouia be able to apply for an amateur license* 
I also suggested that as long as ho bad the money at this time and 
jobs seemed to be getting scarce, he seemed to have more trouble day 
after day and lay off was more often, I suggested while he had money 
to bulla up a small transmitter that he cotild use when he received 
the license. Shoifly after this, or about that time, I bought a magazine 
which gave a diagram for a very practical and simple transmitter, which 
I later on suggested t hat he build* The name of this magazine was QST* 

In the meanwhile I had also constructed for my own use & 
large transmitter, which is knoroi as a single transmitter, hit 
actually contains two units j separate transmitters in themselves 
could be operated on four amateiir bands* This transmitter has been in 
operation almost continuously since* 

Getting back to tie transmitter that I suggested from QST 
to be built by KliEIN, sometime during the early Winter of 1939, we 
proceeded to assemble the transmitter to be used after he would receive 
his license, -vriiich he vrould not get until after he received his oitizenr- 
ship* After building this t ranamitter, we checked it, found it to 
operate according to the description and suggestions o±' the magazine 
from which it was taken and KLEIN placed this transmitter on the shelf 
until he had gone through the rest of the procedure and gotten his 
citizensrip and had applied for license* However, in constructing and 
testing the transmitter, it was tested under both dummy load condition 
and also tested in actual operation by myself using my call letters* 
Digressing from the usual procedure, it was tested at his home in both 
cases V This was in testing mder the usual conditions and under the 
conditions I took a chance to attempt to contact a station someiriiere 
out of the second district in order to find out whether the transmitter 
was really radiating properly* Confirmation of this was received 
in the form of a postal card, known as a Q3L card* This card was sent 
by a Chicago station whose call letters were WGBO and after that the 
transmitter was temporarily placed on the shelf and allowed to remain 
there until such time as it would be possible to use it under proper 
coriditions* 

Approximately three months later, KLEIN told me that he had 
a craatact from an individual whom he had met, whom I had seen on a 
number of occasions, named SCHOLZ ^rho was a partner or at least Yraited 
on customers at the (ERMANIC BOOK SHOP located at Third Avenue between 
85tb and 86th streets and whom I had come in contadt with on several 
occasions when I purchased magazines and when. I had been with KCEIN 
when he picked up newspapers from bis haaie tdira* KLEIN said that this 
SCHOLZ '-had- recommended an aetuaiataace of his "named AEES-wfeo "wished to 
have a transmitter constructed* This acquaintance of SCHQI£' visited

. The fellow named ALEX was told by KLEIN that he had a trans- 
mitter there irtiioh would give a 100 watts input and I believe it was 
shown to ALEX at that time* That was the transmitter KLEIN had 
built for himself with my helpj mentioned preTiously, to be operated 
when he would have received his citizenship and bis license. This 
also indicates that I helped him in the construction of this original 
transmitter. I asked iCLEIN whether the fellow AIEX was an amateur 
or why he waited ihe transmitter and KLEIN told me tiiat he was taking 
a course at the Y»M.C»A* in order to become an amateur operator*

have any idea as to what use ALEX intenied^o put his knowledge as an 
amateur operator and the equipment he was requesting? 



Answer ^y^HB*^ ^ ^-^^ idea at that time. However, I 
was told that he had been to some other fellow, a Hungarian I believe 
it was, who had charged for the eauipment. I am not certaiu 

whether he started to construct the equipment or whether they had 
made anything outside of preliminary negotiations* 

This ALEX also wished to have a receiver to go along with 
this equipment and a generator or some foim of power supply ufaich 
might be operated from a 6 volt battery source* 

Question by Special AgentmjjUHp- Did you know for sure 
whel^er or not ALEX had an amateur op?ator*s license irtiich would enable 
him to transmit at this time? 

Answer b^r-HHP^ Jea, I knew that Toe did not have a license^ 
but I bad the information that he was studying at the Y*M»C«A* 

I told KLEIN that this generator would be ratiiar a difficult 
proposition because the battery would have to be recharged very fre- 
quently and it would not pay toarua a transmitter off such a source 
and as I remember it nowj this information was related to ALBX^ but 
he insisted on the generator ■abieh was finally obtainedj also parts 
for the transmitter were obtained and a receiver was ordered to be used 
in conjunction with this equipmigiit* 

KLEIN and myself proceeded to construct the tj-ansmitter aroL 
the receiver was being made on-ftje outside by a radio store, the DOUGLAS 
RADIO STOHS, and during the tame of the construction of the. receiver ' ■■ 
and the transmitter, as I remeicber it, "the generator had not yet arrived, 
but I believe it had be^ ordered* Hlhen the equipment was part 



way completed, I met ALEX at KLEIN'S and he seemed to disbelieve the 
statement that the transmitter was capable of 100 watts and the QSL 
card which had been received through the test on KLEIN'S own trans- 
mitter, the one we constructed for KISIH'S own use when he would re- 
ceive his necessary papers, was shown to ALEX in. order to convince 
him that we .were not trying to give him a line of sales talk* Tbe 
fact was stressed by me that this trensmittsr was capable of contact- 
ing any part of the world ^ven good weather conditions and proper 
aerial* However, since a short time before the contacting of 
foreign amateurs outside of the United States and possessions had been 
forbidden, I also mentioned that fact* ALEX seemed to be disinterested 
in what I had to say and to doubt statements so far as the power 
ability of the transmitter was concerned.

Answer bsj.''flHB" No, I think that that was said in passing 
and it might have bee!^3d before or sfter the conversation* I am 
not giving the conversation exactly, I do not remanber it, I am trying 
to bring oitt points I remember*

reaction of either KEEIN or ALEX toyou^statemant that it was against 
the Law to transmit outside the Ubited States? 

Answer byHHB>- No, I don't remember anything like that, I 
am quite sure I raad^Tnat statement because the weir had started the 
previous September as I remember and I would have stressed that point 
to anyone was not familiar iH.th the operation of apparatus* 

At that tine I was infomed by JGE that the fellow wanted a 
crystal with the fundamental frequency somenhere in tbe commercial 
bands, which in accordance with the wiring of the set waald aUew the 
set to be operated in a commercial band* When he told me the crystal 
frequency he desired to operate at, I then realized that the equipment 
was to be used for other than amateur use and very possibly, as my 
suspicions mounted, I figured it would be used for trans—ocean work* 
However, I figured I was deep enough into it and the fact the fellow 
seemed to be an odd type of fellow, I figured it was the dr^aia of some 
small group to attempt a contact or something like that and I didnH 
know whether they had ideas planned and I had no idea from the 
appearance of ALEX that ttiere was anything iji it* The crystal purchased 
for this set was ordered from Petmsylvapia, exact address unknown, and 
the explanation for use of the crystallsaa that it was to. be used in a 
variable frequency oscillator, -ydiereas a" matter of fact when-used iln 
conjunction with this set, it could not* be used for asgr other bank but 
illegal operation outside the amateur and within tbe conmercial band* 



Following this, during the next week or 10 days, we proceeded 
to finish the wiring of the portable set and with the tranandtter coid- 
plete along with the generator and receiver, we had received payment 
for some of the parts, in fact it had been canpletely paid for in so 
far as the cost to us was concerned, this cost amounting to about $100» 
This money was paid by either or another felloiT, whom I later saw, 
I am not certain^ I do not know wM.ch« I do not know the other man's 
name, but there is a pjjssibilLty I might identify him. , 

Quite a while elapsed before any attempt was made to pay the 
balance dae above the cost of material* A few nights before the equip- 
ment was removed, these two fellows, ALEX eind the other, cane up to 
KLEIN'S and disciissed paying off the balance and removing the equip-* 
ment* The other fellow seemed <5iite attentive to code signals we picked 
up on the receiver and in general seemed to have a better knowledge of 
radio that ALEX, also a better knowledge of the code*. This was sometime 
during the Fall of 1940* 

On this occasion J the question came up as to the illegal 
operation as an amateur station and the question was raised as to 

the use of a call letter assigned to someone besides ALEX* At this 
time I suggested that they could either use a call letter to be found 
in the listing of radio ssnateurs or they could use an unused call 
letter. 

The equipment was removed a few days following the visit 
of these two vaevif to which I have referred in the preceding paragraphs 
and after a period of time, JOE KLEIN told ma that the equipment 
worked successfullyj that they were very satisfied with it and that 
they had made contacts with a station in Germany. The next thing I 
heard from these fellows was that something had gone wrong with the 
receiver and one of them^ I do not know nMch one, had brought it to 
KLEIN to repair* The tubes were found to be reversed in their sockets 
and some other adjustments, which I cannot remember now, having to do 
with the dial mechanism, were taken care of. In this case, I did not 
see the equipment, but gave general instructions byway of telephone 
as to what might be wrong and how it might be remedied. There was 
also something wrong with either the power supply or the switching 
arrangements and I suggested the necessary repairs to be made. This 
was on a different occasion, however, but related closely within a 
short while of the receiver trouble. This is all I heard concerning 
the equipsteiit until XIE3H 1>pld tssb, I believe it was "by ymy of tele- 
j^pne, that AISX had either vislt'ed him or gotten in coktact with him 
in reference to the generator for lifcicli he wanted a buyer to be foutt4. 
if possible in order to recover sobb of the investment put into the : 
generator. ■ ... ...

KLEm told him he could not find anyone interested in such 
an article at any decent price* ALEX insisted that he bring it over 
anyhow and see if it could be disposed of. 

KLEIN in telling me about this said he wanted nothing more 
to do with the dealj that titey were going to return all this equipment 
and try to get a sale for it as we could not get any price for it at 
the present time due to the fact that amateurs are not purchasing 
ejtpensive equipment when their chances of remaining in operation are 
as sliia as they are now* Several days later, KIEIN returned home to 
find the generator returned and 'phoned me and thought it -was quite 
unusual that such a thing shotild be done under the circumstances as 
he had not given any encouragement as to receiviog it if it was re- 
turned* 

Upon visiting KLEIN'S place a night or two later, he remarked 
confirming the thought that I liad alco tbnt ALEX must be either 
frightened or jittery when he retiirned the generator without fiadirig 
out if it was all right to return it definitely-. KLEIN also remarked 
that it might have something to do with the arrest of some man recently, 
approximately a week or two before, saying that it had been in the 
newspapers and I said "Maybe," not having read the article and not 
kno?d.ng anything about the arrest ctr realizing that anyone had been 
arrested for any serious infraction of the Law,

ing on hta-tranEanitter* tba fact Idmt this ibreign agent had been 
arrested and that the. amateur had moved in, we figured had been enon^ 
to scare AT^-X in ttetever activity he was conducting at the tims« 

Yesterday, June 28, 1941, ELEffl called me and asked if it 
would be all right to bring his transmitter and- the electron coupled 
oscillator -Khich accompanied the revamped transmitter to agr home. I ' . 
had previously expkined to him that jfc might be desirable for him to 
take the transmitter out of his home, because under the circumstances 
and even thoogb he had the il^t to such equipment, he should not take 



any chances of being accused of operating the equipment when he actually 
was not» I told him it would be all right to bring the equipment over 
and about an hour after the telephone conversation, he bro\ight the 
equifsnent and I placed it in ny radio rooiB» It was packed in a suit- 
case ¥d.th tbe name TRI-BORD STUDIO painted on tie outside. The matter 
ijffiiiediately left mind as I had previously thought it the best thing 
to do and could see no reason to have further thought for it* 

At the tine I am making trd.s statement, I was shown a man 
whom I recognized as ALEX* I was advised fcjy Special Agents that his 
name is AXEL 'WHEEIiER HILL* I was also shown to a man Tdiom I did not 
recognize, but who recognized me and said that he had seen me at 
JOSEIB KLEIN'S apartment on East 126th Street on one occasion* I wgs 
informed that this was FELIX JAHv'EE. 

I have read tbe above statement consisting of 6^ pages and 
it has been read to me in the presence of the witnesses signed below* 
It is all true to the best of my knowledge*
